Your letter nas been received and I have looked up the 
plate of the one thousand cash note in Thomas F, Carter's book, 
“The Invention of Printing in China". This was mde either — 
from a drawing of one of our notes, or copied from Dabis's book 
on "Chinass Paper Money". We have one or two of these notes and - 
could give you an ordinary black and white photograph on glassy 
paper, 8 X 10 inches, for five dollars. ‘The actual note being so 
old would not be as clear as the drawings, as the paper was very 
soft and pompus, and the printing is not uniform. Also, the seals 
hardly show. But with the drawing in Carter’? book they could be 
easily picked out if you desire to reproduce 4n color. There are 
also two seals on the back, a red one end a black one. if you 
should want both sides dons, let us mow. This wold mean an 
extra negative. We could send you at the same time, a water 
color indication of) the color of the note which is a light slate 
gray. The seals are of the rogular Chinese vermillion. However,
